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CHAPTER IV. 
TRANSPORT ARRANGEMENTS. 1 


Section 1,—General Rules, 


85. The Medical Inspector of Emigrants shall be jointly responsible with the Protector 
of Emigrants for the suitability of the general fittings and 
hospital arrangements of emigrant ships; for the quality 
and sufficiency of the provisions and medical stores shipped 
for the voyage; and for the fitness for duty, in point of health, of the ship’s officers and crew. 
He shall also be present with the Protector at the surveys of emigrant ships, and at the 
embarkation of emigrants ; and he shall see that everything is done to secure the comfort of the 
emigrant passengers, and to reuder the oceurrence of disease among them improbable.

The Marine Surveyor, on determining the size and situation of the requisite ventilators, 
shall cause the dimensions and positions of the between-deck veutilators to be marked with 
chalk or paint on the under surface of the upper deck so as to afford the Medical Inspector, 
when holding his primary inspection, an opportunity of judging of the intended means of 
ventilation, and of indicating any alterations which he may deem necessary in respect 
thereof.

Of the cargo hold.—Exelusive of ventilation through hollow iron masts, the hold of every 
steam or sailing vessel shall be fitted, to the satisfaction of the Marine Surveyor, with cowl-headed 
ventilators, having an aggregate sectional area of not less than 4 square feet to every 1,000 
tons of the vessel’s register ; and the mouth of every such cowl shall be protected by a convex 
wire netting protector, one-fourth inch mesh, against the possibility of live embers from pipes 
or chillams y Bs thrown down into the hold. 

The stoppage of ventilation through the masts or other ventilating openings shall be 
guarded against by arranging the dunnage and cargo about the outlets in such manner as to 
secure the continuous escape of foul air. 

Ventilation.—Every sailing and steam vessel carrying emigrants to colonies west of the 
Cape shall be fitted with some efficient contrivance to be approved by the Protector and Medical 
Inspector of Emigrants for artificially ventilating the between-deeks and hold. Provided that 
vessels which are at the time of the publication of these rules fitted with ventilating apparatus, 
approved under the rules under Act VII of 1871, shall be permitted to continue running with 
such apparatus. In the case of a vessel that is again chartered for the conveyance of coolies, 
the means of natural ventilation fitted for the last voyage need not be interfered with, provided 
tbat the Protector and Medical Inspector of Emigrants are satisfied that they continue the ° 
same and were found to be sufficient on that voyage. 


SCHEDULE C. 
Requirements for distilling and steam-cooking apparatus, 


All condensers shall have a separate engine for working the cireulating cold-water pump,

The question was an important one, and the opinions of the Commissioner. 
and of the Board of Revenue were specially called for. The former upheld the 
proposal to place the general management under the Magistrate-Co ir, 
while the Board of Revenue considered that the existing system should hold,’ 
or that the Supervisor sbould work directly under the Board. On a full con-" 
sideration of all that has been urged, the Lieutenant-Governor is of opinion 
that the present system fails in securing that close personal supervision 
which is so much needed, while nothing would be gained by a transfer to the — 
Magistrate-Collector, that officer being quite as unable as the Commissioner of 
the Presidency Division to afford the necessary leisure. It has never been the 
practice for the Board of Revenue in its single or collective capacity to visit, 
inspect, and examine the working of any department. All the action they 
could take would be upon the submission of returns and reports, and this is not 
exactly the system which the necessities of the case most require. His Honor 
is therefore of opinion that the working of these canals should be placed 
under the. control and direction of the Public Works Department, subject to 
the orders of Government in the Irrigation Department of Public Works.
